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REPORT 

Concord, N. H., December 31, 1^1. 

The tax commission submits its eleventh report, 
eontaining statistics of valuations, taxes and finances re- 
quired by law to be published annually. 

The total valuation of the state, as of April 1, 1921, 
is $531,154,014, an increase of $19,697,431 over the total 
tor 1920, or about 4 per cent. The total of property 
taxes assesse4 in the several towns and cities, for state, 
county and municipal purposes increased from $12,126,- 
6l?7 in 1920 to $13,154,190 in 1921, over a million dollars 
or about 8 per cent. Consequently the average rate of 
taxation throughout the state increased from $2.37 in 
1920 to $2.48 in 1921, 

The number of poll taxpayers has practically doubled 
©wing to, the assessment of these taxes against women, 
rn 1920 there being 126,542 poll taxpayers as against 
250,813 in 1921. Of tjiis number 12,009 are World War 
veterans paying three dollars, the remaining number 
l^aying the five dollar assessment. 

The number of all live stock returned for taxation 
has decreased, except cows, of which 91,035 are returned, 
as against 90,195 in 1920. The assessed valuation on 
live stock has decreased in the last year over $1,500,000. 

In the case of lumber (not standing nor taxed as 
stock in trade) an increase of about $700,000 is regis- 
tered, making the total valuation $8,586,759. 

The amount of intangible property in the state is 
given as $11,594,789, a decrease of about $200,000 from 
1920. By a revision of the questions on the inventory 
Wank it is hoped that much taxable intangible property. 
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now escaping, may be reached. This will call for con- 
certed effort from the assessors of the state in requiring 
the inventory blanks to be properly filled out by the tax- 
payer himself, and to be very generally returned. In 
short, the tax commission proposes to make every effort 
to see that intangible property taxable under the law is 
taxed to the same extent as tangible property is taxed. 
Stock in trade of merchants and manufacturers 
totals $71,813,217, showing an increase of $2,270,000 
over the total for 1920. Mills and machinery are valued 
at $80,317,152, an increase of approximately $4,000,000. 
Particular attention has been paid during the past year 
to the elimination of under-valuation in these classes of 
property. Much under-valuation still exists, and the 
commission intends this year to conduct a state wide 
campaign of education among the merchants and manun 
facturers with a view to correcting the existing inequali- 
ties in the taxation of stocks in trade and mills and 
machinery. Returns are to be required to be sent to this 
office from every merchant and manufacturer in the state 
which will call for detailed information as to the value 
of stocks in trade for the purposes of taxation. These 
returns will be checked and observations made as to the 
accuracy of the returns made by the same taxpayers to 
the selectmen of the town where the property is taxable. 
The hearty co-operation of the merchants and manufac^ 
turers in furnishing information which will permit the 
proper valuation of their stocks in trade and of their 
mills and machinery is confidently expected. Expe- 
rience has ciemonstrated that these citizens are quite 
willing to bear their share of the tax burdens when they 
can be convinced that they have not been particularly 
selected as a target. When it is learned that the effort 
is to extend to every one in the state possessing these 
classes of property, there can seem to be no reason to 
expect anything but the fairest sort of cor-operation be- 
tween the taxpayer and assessor. 
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Ordinary real estate is valued at $343,255,519, an in- 
crease of approximately $15,0(X),0(X) over the figures for 
last year. This increase is due almost wholly to the cor- 
rection of previously existing under-valuation, a correc- 
tion effected by the selectmen themselves in many towns 
and by investigation and re-valuations made with the 
assistance of the tax commission in many others. 

The amount of property exempted to soldiers is 
$1,450,345, an increase of about $100,000, due to the en- 
largement of the exemption by the last legislature. The 
amount of manufacturing property exempted from local 
taxes, including mills, machinery, stock in trade and cap- 
ital decreased from $20,652,424 to $17,377,150. 

The returns for the last fiscal year of towns and 
cities show an increase in actual expenditures of over 
$3,000,000, or more than 18 per cent. Forty-six towns 
have a tax rate of $3 or more, the highest being $3.79. 
The lowest tax rates in the state are at Hart's Location, 
$.52 on the $100, and at Waterville, $.81. In 1920 fifty 
towns had tax rates in excess of $3, the highest being 
$3.80. The commission proposes to continue its policy 
of investigating the valuation o£ towns with high tax 
rates for the purpose of ascertaining whether the condi- 
tion is not due to the under-valuation of taxable prop- 
erty. In the same connection the commission is study- 
ing the per capita cost of government in every town and 
city in the state for the purpose of comparing this cost 
with the rate of taxation. Where a per capita cost be- 
low the average combined with a tax rate above the 
average is revealed, the condition would appear to war- 
rant investigation by the commission for the purpose 
of determining whether property is properly valued, and 
also for the purpose of determining whether the town 
finances are being properly managed. The question of 
proper management of town finances is of course more 
likely to be in need of investigation where the per capita 
cost of government is high, but some interesting studies 
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may be made and some practical beneficial results 
achieved through observations of the relation between 
tax rates and per capita cost. 

The average rate of taxation in the towns of the 
counties of Strafford, Belknap, Merrimack, Cheshire, 
Sullivan and Grafton show decreases, while in the towns 
of counties of Rockingham, Carroll and Hillsborough 
general increases are noted. In Coos county the average 
rate of taxation remains about the same. 

The valuation of the railroads, telephones, tele- 
graph, express and car companies decreased from 
$52,085,125 to $48,500,800, and the amount of taxes to be 
paid by them decreased from $1,176,334 to $1,146,037, 
the amount of their taxes being determined by the appli- 
cation of the average rate of $2.48 to the value of their 
taxable property not taxed locally. 

Exemptions are enjoyed by special or general laws, 
by a portion of what was formerly the Connecticut River 
railroad, now a part of the Boston and Maine railroad, 
by the Portsmouth Electric railroad, and by the Clare- 
mont, Dover, Somersworth and Rochester, Exeter, 
Hampton and Amesbury, Keene electric, Laconia, Man- 
chester, Derry and Nashua Street railways. 

The commission has been in thorough accord with 
the efforts of Governor Brown to effect a reform in our 
system of taxation through the adoption of a constitu- 
tional amendment permitting the imposition of an in- 
come tax. We believe that it is impracticable to at- 
tempt to tax intangible property as tangible property is 
taxed, and that the enactment of an income tax law 
would result in important improvement in our system 
and extensive equalization of tax burdens. The failure 
of the people to approve the proposed amendment, for 
the second time, in March 1921, gives little promise of 
immediate relief from that source, but we hope to be 
able to make some recommendation to the next legisla- 
ture which may afford some immediate improvement in 
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our situation without the necessity of constitutional 
amendment. Until some such change is obtained, im- 
partial enforcement of existing law relating to the taxa- 
tion of intangible property will be undertaken in the 
same measure as that relating to the taxation of tangible 
property. 



NEW LEGISLATION 



Through the failure of the income. tax amendment 
the legislature of 1921 was left without any definite tax- 
ation program. Such legislation as was enacted was in 
most cases comparatively unimportant and of no par- 
ticular assistance in the solution of tax problems. 

The one notable exception was the enactment of 
chapter 17, Laws of 1921, providing for three year terms 
for selectmen. This law, for many years advocated by 
this commission without success, was recommended by 
Governor Brown in his inaugural and was passed with 
comparatively little opposition. The benefits of this 
measure are already apparent. We believe that its in- 
fluence will be greater and greater as time goes on in 
effecting the selection of better equipped and more con- 
scientious public servants, and in constantly reducing 
the tendency improperly to value property for the pur- 
poses of taxation because of ignorance or political in- 
fluence. 

By chapter 41, Laws of 1921, property owned and 
occupied by the Spanish War veterans or by the Ameri- 
can Legion was added to the exemptions granted under 
chapter 150 of the Laws of 1915. Further exemptions 
to soldiers were provided by chapters 12 and 103, Laws 
of 1921, .under which veterans of the Spanish- American 
War and of the Philippine Insurrection were given the 
same privileges previously accorded to veterans of the 
Rebellion. The soldiers' property exemption was ex- 
tended to those who with their wives do not own prop- 
erty of a value in excess of five thousand dollars, the 
previous limit having been three thousand dollars, but 
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the amount of exemption remains the same at one thou- 
sand dollars. Discretionary exemption from a poll tax, 
effective April 1, 1922, was extended to World War vet- 
erans disabled in the service. This is the only exentp- 
tion to which World War veterans are entitled except- 
ing the exemption from paying two dollars of the five 
dollar poll tax. The temporary Act of chapter 139, 
Laws of 1919, extending exemptions until 1921 to street 
railroads, under certain conditions, was extended to op- 
erate until 1923. 

By chapter 74, Laws 1921, fees were provided to 
registers of deeds for recording certificates of publica- 
tion of notice of tax sales. 

The authority of the tax commission to audit ac- 
counts of the several counties, cities, towns and other 
municipal corporations was made clear by chapter 60, 
Laws of 1921. 

The fiscal year of school districts was changed from 
September 1 to June 30 and the same change was made 
with regard to the fiscal year of the state. 

By chapter 5, Laws 1921, definite provisions were 
made with regard to uniform accounting in the handling 
of county funds. 

Important changes were made in the law relating 
to the permit fees for the registration of motor vehicles. 
These are incorporated in chapter 120 of the Laws of 
1921, and provide for increased fees for permission to 
register, which increase is based, in large measure, on 
the increase in the average rate of taxation throughout 
the state which has occurred since the enactment of the 
original law in chapter 55 of the Laws of 1919. The 
basis of computing the fees, however, was changed from 
"the maker's list price for the current year of model" to 
"the maker's list price for the current year of manufac- 
ture." The permit was made to expire upon the trans- 
fer of ownership of the vehicle, but provision was made 
for credits on account of further permit fees required of 
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one who had already paid a permit fee in the same cal- 
endar year on a motor vehicle of which he subsequently 
lost possession by one means or another. The adminis- 
tration of this permit fee law was placed under the com- 
missioner of motor vehicles, and town clerks and other 
designated officials receiving the permit fee funds were 
required to furnish bond and pay over the money re- 
ceived monthly to the proper authorities. 

Finally, encouragement was given to the New 
Hampshire Assessors' Association under chapter 51, 
Laws 1921, by requiring each town and city to pay to 
this association annually two dollars which sum provides 
annual membership therein for the selectmen, assessors, 
clerks, treasurers and collectors. 



SUGGESTIONS REGARDING MUNICIPAL 
FINANCES AND ACCOUNTS 



The 1921 session of the legislature amended the 
municipal accounting law to read as follows : 

CHAPTER 60, LAWS 1921 

Section 1. Strike out section 1 of said act and sub- 
stitute therefor the following: Section 1. The account- 
ing officers of the several counties, cities, towns, school 
districts, village precincts and departments thereof, with- 
in the state, shall keep uniform accounts in a manner pre- 
scribed by the state tax commdssion and said commis- 
sion may at any time audit any accounts which are re- 
quired by law to be audited by the auditors of counties, 
cities, towns, school districts, village precincts, or de- 
partments thereof. Said accounting officers shall on or 
before th^ first day of March each year return to the 
office of the tax commission summaries on blanks fur- 
nished by it, of uniform accounts prescribed by' it, show- 
ing the transactions of said counties and municipalities 
during their last fiscal year and their condition at the 
close thereof. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 
. Approved March 31, 1921. 

It will be noticed that the law requires the uniform 
accounts to be kept. The summaries must be returned to 
this commission on or before March 1. 

The key to successful business administration is a 
simple but accurate method of accounting. If this is 
true of the business of private concerns, it is doubly true 
of the business of the municipal corporation. The elec- 
ted administrative officers are as responsible to the pub- 
lic for their conduct of public business as the manager of 
a private concern is responsible to its owners. On the 
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Other hand each shareholder in the municipal corpora- 
tion has a distinct duty to those elected to administer 
the public business. Every right or privilege is coun- 
terbalanced by an obligation to respect the same right or 
privilege in others. 

Probably the greatest laxity in public business is 
failure to collect taxes promptly. Last year the borrow- 
ing of $3,808,005.59 in anticipation of taxes by the cities 
and towns costing $165,142.79 in interest charges, was 
necessary in a large part on account of this laxity. The 
way to save money is not to spend it and the right way 
to collect taxes is to collect them early so that the money 
may be on hand when needed. 

Under the law town treasurers, tax collectors and 
clerks are required to be bonded. We feel that while 
personal bonds fulfill the provisions of the statute surety 
bonds are more satisfactory in every way. The amount 
of the bonds should be high enough to cover the largest 
amount ever handled by the bonded officer. 

The use of the budget system is necessary to econ- 
omy in government. The appointment of a non-parti- 
san budget committee is the first step toward sensible 
regulation of appropriations. 

Particular care should be given the arrangement of 
the printed annual report. The figures contained there- 
in must be authentic. A carefully prepared and well ar- 
ranged annual report is a fitting reminder of a success- 
ful year of administration. 

The auditors of the counties, towns, cities, school 
districts or precincts must not neglect their duty. They 
should see that not only are the taxes collected and the 
money accounted for but that the money was spent for 
proper purposes. They should examine carefully the 
printed annual report and be prepared to discuss it at 
town meeting. 
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The above diagram shows how the average town 
and city dollar was spent during the year ending January 
31, 1921. The money spent by the state in the towns 
and cities is not included in this computation. 

The 25.7 cents represents $3,987,215.02 which went 
to school districts. This was the amount voted at the 
annual school meetings and the amount required by law. 

The 11.5 cents which went to the state represents 
the state tax of $1,500,000, the special tax of $200,000 for 
the $30 soldiers' bonus, and the special two dollar poll 
taxes for the seventy dollar bonus. During the year the 
state paid over to the towns $765,547.50 as its share in 
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the maintenance of highways and bridges. This revenue 
was derived from the federal aid and the automobile reg- 
istration fees. The state also collected and paid over to 
the towns $1,046,246.45 as their share in the public ser- 
vice corporation taxes, the savings bank tax, the domes- 
tic insurance company tax and the building and loan 
association tax. 

The 6.2 cents of each dollar paid to the counties 
represents $958,290.55 being the county taxes voted by 
the county delegations in the legislature. $73,417.27 of 
this amount went back into the cities and towns as aid 
to the county poor and as aid furnished soldiers. 

The village districts or precincts received .9 cents 
representing $149,057.90. 

The 20.4 cents for highway maintenance represents 
$3,172,620.16 spent by the towns and cities on mainte- 
nance of state aid, trunk line, and town highways and 
bridges including street lighting and sprinkling. This 
does not include the money furnished by the state. 

The 4.4 cents spent on highway construction rep- 
resents $690,210.32. This amount was laid out by the 
towns in addition to that spent by the state and federal 
government. 

The 6. cents for general government represents 
$917,930.77. This includes the salaries and expenses of 
town and city officers, election and registration expenses, 
municipal court expenses and town and city building ex- 
penses. 

7.5 cents for the protection of persons and property 
represents $1,164,154.87. This was spent as follows: 
police departments, $451,876.20; fire departments, $682,- 
990.85 ; moth suppression, $22,014.03 ; bounties, $2,704.75 
and damage by dogs, $4,569.04. 

1.5 cents for health represents $241,085.31 used for 
health departments including aid to hospitals, vital stat- 
istics and sewer maintenance. 

.9 cents for libraries represents $148,408.51.

.8 cents for charities represents $112,552.95 spent for 
town and city poor. 

.6 cents for patriotic purposes represents $93,177.59 
spent for aid to the G. A. R., Memorial Day and Old 
Home Day exercises, soldiers' and sailors' memorials and 
town histories. 

.8 cents for recreation represents $120,186.60 spent 
for parks and playgrounds and band concerts. 

3.4 cents represents $531,662.59 paid as interest on 
indebtedness, $165,142.70 of which was paid on tempor- 
ary loans in anticipation of taxes which could be avoided 
by a more prompt -collection of taxes. 

4.4 cents represents $689,749.19 spent on construc- 
tion of sidewalks and sewers and the purchase of lands, 
buildings and new equipment. 

4.7 cents represents $728,915.10 paid on long term in- 
debtedness. 

.3 cents represents $52,033.38 spent for damages and 
legal expenses. 



NATIONAL TAX ASSOCIATION CONFERENCE 



In September 1921, at the invitation of Governor 
Brown and the tax commission, the National Tax Asso- 
ciation held its fourteenth annual conference on taxation 
at the Mount Pleasant House at Bretton Woods. This 
is the first time in its existence that this association has 
met in New England. The gathering here of nearly 
three hundred people from all parts of the United States 
and from many of the Canadian Provinces to discuss 
problems of taxation, and incidentally to enjoy the 
scenic beauty of this state, was an event of much more 
than ordinary significance to the people of New Hamp- 
shire. Probably never before has so large a body of dis- 
tinguished men assembled here. Governors, attorneys 
general, tax commissioners, economists, attorneys and 
laymen, many of national repute, all vitally interested 
in the problems of securing equitable and uniform tax 
laws carried out a program extending over five days 
which was productive of much benefit to the state, and 
to all those interested in good government throughout 
the country. The members of the conference expressed 
themselves as delighted with the region to which they 
were invited and were kind enough to say that the New 
Hampshire authorities did all in their power to make the 
conference thoroughly successful. 

The range of subjects under discussion was so wide 
as to permit only a passing review in these pages. Cur- 
rent problems of taxation in New England were presen- 
ted by members of the tax departments from each of the 
New England states. It is apparent, from this discus- 
sion, that if New Hampshire is to keep in the line of 
progress with other states, some equitable supplement 
must be found to the general property tax. 
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The subject of forestry taxation was thoroughly dis- 
cussed by state foresters and tax officials, resulting in 
the appointment of a committee to make a thorough 
study of this question and make report of its solution of 
the problem at the next conference. Model systems of 
taxation were discussed and plans presented, with par- 
ticular attention to personal and business income tax 
features. Recent tax legislation throughout the country 
was thoroughly reviewed, and compared, to the great en- 
lightenment of all tax officials, and was found to range 
from a tax on bachelors in Montana to a sales tax in 
West Virginia. The matter of constitutional amend- 
ments to permit equalization and necessary classification 
in tax systems received its merited attention particularly 
through a highly instructive paper on that subject by 
Governor Albert O. Brown. The question of municipal 
revenue and the proper means for raising and expending 
the same was ably presented by Mayor Peters of Boston. 
The question of relief from the overburdening taxes on 
land was set forth in an exhaustive review of the sub- 
ject by Professor Ely of Wisconsin University, who may 
be termed properly the Father of Tax Reform in this 
countrv. 

The conference devoted much time and thought to 
the new federal revenue acts, to the proper method of 
taxation of public utility corporations, to the question of 
taxation of national bank stock and to plans for a model 
inheritance tax. 

The conclusions of the conference are set forth con- 
cisely in the following resolutions which were adopted. 

Federal Subsidies 

"Resolved, That this conference recommends that 
pending 

First, a thorough investigation of the field of federal 
grants and subsidies to state and local governments, and 
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Second, the settlement by the United States govern- 
ment of a sound national policy fixing the character and 
purposes of governmental activities to be undertaken by 
the federal government and for which money properly 
may be appropriated out of the United States treasury, 
no new legislation, except aflfecting public land states, 
creating such 'aids,' grants, or subsidies to the state and 
their subdivisions be enacted." 

Forestry 

"Resolved, That this conference requests the Na- 
tional Tax Association to appoint a sub-committee on 
the whole subject of forestry taxation for report at the 
next conference." 

Committee on Manufacturing and Mercantile Taxes 

"Resolved, That this conference requests the Na- 
tional Tax Association to continue the sub-committee on 
the 'Apportionment of Taxes of Manufacturing and Mer- 
cantile Business' for report at the next conference." 

Committee on Public Utility Taxes 

"Resolved, That this conference requests the Na- 
tional Tax Association to continue the sub-committee on 
'Apportionment of Taxes of Interstate Public Utilities' 
and that the scope of said committee be broadened so as 
to embrace the consideration of the entire subject of 
utility taxation, with the suggestion of approaching a 
model law for all the states in the taxation of such prop- 
erty." 

Public Expenditures 

"Resolved, That this conference requests the Na- 
tional Tax Association to appoint a sub-committee on 
the subject of limitation of tax rates and annual expen- 
ditures of public funds and report at the next con- 
ference." 
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Bank Taxes 

''Be it Resolved, That in the opinion of this confer- 
ence, Section 5219 of the United States Revised Statutes 
should be so amended as to permit the states to tax na- 
tional banks or the shares thereof or the income there- 
from, according to such systems as they may consider 
desirable, provided that such taxation shall not be at a 
greater rate nor impose a heavier burden than is assessed 
or imposed upon capital invested in general banking 
business and the income derived therefrom." 

Exemptions 

"Resolved, That this conference reaffirms the posi- 
tion taken by the 13th Annual Conference on Taxation 
held in Salt Lake City, Utah, on Septmeber 10th, 1920, 
with reference to opposing the exemption from income 
taxation of the salaries of all public officials and of the in- 
terest on future issues of federal, state or municipal ol^li- 
gations, and hereby recommends the submission by the 
67th Congress and the ratification by the states of an 
amendment to the Constitution of the United States 
which wnll permit the principle thus stated to be em- 
bodied in our national income tax law." 

Repeal of Federal Estate Tax 

"Whereas, at the first conference of the National 
Tax Association, held in 1907, it was resolved that it was 
the sense of that conference that inheritance taxes should 
be reserved wholly for the use of the several states, 
which resolution has been reaffirmed at subsequent con- 
ferences, 

And Whereas inheritance taxes have not heretofore 
been imposed by the federal government, except as emer- 
gency measures in times of war. 
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And Whereas the federal estate tax now in force 
imposes an unduly heavy burden of expense upon the 
estates of deceased persons, in addition to the tax itself, 
out of proportion to the revenue received by the govern- 
ment, seriously interferes with the administration of 
such estates and delays final settlements : . 

"Be it Resolved, That the estate tax should be rec- 
ognized by Congress as a war measure only and should 
be repealed at the earliest possible moment.** 

"Resolved, That the secretary of the National Tax 
Association be requested to take appropriate action to 
bring to the attention of Congress the Resolution passed 
by this conference favoring the repeal of the federal es- 
tate tax ; that copies of that resolution be sent to the gov- 
ernors of the several states, and that the members of the 
conference and of the National Tax Association be re- 
quested to endeavor in all proper ways to further its 
object." 

Non-resident Inheritance Taxes 

Whereas this conference, although opposed to the 
levy of state inheritance taxes upon property passing at 
death under the laws of a state other than that in which 
the decedent was domiciled at time of death, recognizes 
the fact that such taxes are now imposed and are likely 
to continue in force for some time to come ; 

And Whereas the administration of such laws as 
now framed is ordinarily difficult and complex and im- 
poses undue expense upon the estates affected thereby, 
and frequently causes long delay in their administration ; 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this conference that 
it is highly important that the administration of such 
laws should be simplified ; 

The conference recommends to tax officials and the 
legislatures of the several states a careful consideration 
of the flat rate tax recently adopted in New Hampshire

as presenting a practical and feasible plan whereby sim- 
plicity in administration can be brought about without 
loss of revenue : 

Resolved Further, That a copy of the foregoing pre- 
amble and resolution with a copy of the New Hampshire 
law or a description thereof be sent ta the Governors 
and inheritance tax officials of the several states." 



MEETINGS OF ASSESSORS 



That more real benefit comes to the local assessors 
through meeting one with another and with the tax com- 
mission than through any form of wTitten or formal dis- 
cussion or instruction has become apparent through the 
conferences held by the commission with the selectmen 
in various parts of the state just prior to the commence- 
ment of the spring work. Particularly do the selectmen 
and other town officials profit by the meetings of the 
New Hampshire Assessors' Association, held annually, 
at which assessors, collectors and others from all over 
the state meet and listen to discussions of taxation prob- 
lems and, most interesting of all, indulge in an open 
forum in which troubles of all sorts are presented and 
solutions suggested in an informal way which brings 
home to the assessor what he wants to know about his 
actual daily work in the most practical and effective way. 
Conferences of this nature cannot be held too frequently 
and cannot be too highly endorsed. The meeting of the 
New Hampshire Assessors at Manchester December 21 
and 22, 1921 was attended by over three hundred officials, 
and was unquestionably the most successful meeting of 
this sort that has been held, not only from the point of 
view of attendance, but particularly from the point of 
view of interest and co-operation. Papers were presen- 
ted covering nearly every branch of the subject of taxa- 
tion, some of them by eminent men from out of the state. 
Never has the intimate relation between the local asses- 
sors and the tax commission, and the necessity for mutual 
understanding been more emphatically demonstrated 
than it was at this meeting. The tax commission at all 
times desires to work with the assessors and to have 
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them feel that the labor in which we are engaged can be 
accomplished far more effectively by means of co-op- 
eration rather than through the exercise of any dicta- 
torial or autocratic policy on the part of the commission 
towards the local assessor.
